4. The Biectoral District of Prince Al- 
bert is hereby altered by deducting there- 
from the areas respectively meationed in 
the three preceeding sections. 

5. The Electoral District of South Qa’. 
Appelle ie hereby altered by deducting 
therefrom townships twelve, thirteen,
